Reasons For Allowance 

2. The following is an Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance: 

The prior art of record alone or in combination does not teach or suggest the 
apparatus of reading from and/or writing to an optical recording medium having the 
combination of elements with their recited structure and functions, along with having . 
the input beam and a beam reflected at the recording medium having directions of 
polarization that are essentially perpendicular to one another during traversal of the 
device for correcting the aberration, the device for correcting the aberration is being set 
up such that the reflected beam traverses it uninfluenced, the reflected beam being 
focused onto at least one detector wherein means compensating for the aberration 
experienced by the reflected beam are provided in the further beam path, as set forth in 
claims 1 and 8-13.
